Ext.  Cannab. — Extraotura  Cannabis  indicse  P.I. 

Prepare  an  extract  by  percolating  1000  Gm.  of  cannabis,  in  moder¬ 
ately  coarse  powder,  using  alcohol  as  the  menstruum.  Macerate  the 
drug  during  forty-eight  hours  and  then  percolate  it  at  a  moderate  rate 
until  the  drug  is  exhausted.  Evaporate  the  percolate  to  a  pilular  con¬ 
sistence  at  a  temperature  not  exceeding  70°  C.,  and  mix  the  mass 
thoroughly.
